WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—@)— 
A new call for a reorganization of 
the Republican party came becay from 
Representative Hamilton Fish, Repub- 
lican, New York, who said “the healtb- 
iest thing that could happen’ would 
be “a slight epidemic of  resigna- 
tions” from places high in the party 
organization.

PARIS, Nov. 6.—(4)—The French, 
with Socialist Premier Leon Blum’s 
approval, tonight voted a resolution to 
keep the influence of politics and 
propaganda from France’s armed

The senate resolution was forced by 
conservatives who heatedly charged 
slum with having “tolerated” Social- 
ist-Communist propaganda spread by 


' workers in naval arsenals, 


The resolution expressed “regret” 
that naval arsenal workers had dem- 
onstrated during government official 
inspections, and concluded that the 
senate was “confident” Blum and bis 
government would prohibit political 
demonstrations at naval bases. 

Hours of stormy debate between the 
conservatives and representatives of 
Blum’s “popular front’ preceded the 


vote. 

Clenched fist salutes and singing 
of the internationale greeted Francois 
Blanco, undersecretary of the navy 
when he visited workers in the Brest 
and Cherbourg naval arsenals, it was 
charged by Jacques Louis Dumesnil, 
a conservative. 

At Lorient, Dumesnil declared, the 
visit of Blanco, was turned into a
